In the same round he also used left 
and riglit successfully to the body 
and face, but took in punishment a j 
straight left on the nose that slowed 
him down. 
Tbe second round develojied a mix 
up at the ropes, in which both men 
exchanged vicious ri.ghts and lefts, 
Gans taking the advantage.

crowding Britt into the corner, and 
the Californian had his hands and 
feet busy working his way out.
